best of me, and I asked our people here what

I gather for some time, with the rains delayed, 
it appeared that the sacred hull was pretty well 
advised, but with the rains coming in November, 
the Cambodians had a reasonably average crop 
and accordingly lifted the embargo and continued 
to export rice, I don't except that even with 
this experience the sacred bull has been 
di scredited*
